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ADVISORY ACTION

The amendment filed December 15, 2003 under 37 CFR 1.1 16 in reply to the final 
rejection has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for 
allowance and will not be entered because: 

The amendment is not sufficient to overcome the rejections of record. Particularly, the 
claimed invention is not fully supported by the foreign priority document, e.g., in the definition 
of A, the term "imidazopyridyr is not present in the priority application. The priority document 
discloses 4midazo[l,2-a]pyridinyl' group, however, the instant recitation of 'imidazopyridyr 
includes other fused ring systems such as imidazo[4,5-b]pyridine, imidazo[4,5-c]pyridine, etc. 
Also, claim 4 continues to recite "COOH" as a substituent on D which is not supported by the 
priority document. 

The proposed amendment raises new issues that would require further consideration 
and/or search. At least the amendment raises new issues under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph 
with respect to claim 4 which is dependent on a canceled claim. Also, further search of the prior 
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art and consideration will be necessary because the application was examined based on election 
of species. 

Upon reconsideration, it is deemed that claim 37 is allowable because it is fully 
supported by the foreign priority document and the Betageri (US' 747) reference is not available 
as prior art for this claim. Claims 38-43 are objected to as being dependent upon rejected base 
claims respectively, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
